1. Churchill asked for extension 
of conscription to men up to 30 
years of age to bolster the nation's 
war production, and of unmarried 
women between 20 and 30, but de- 
clared that the production crisis had 
been passed with American aid and 
that allied armed power would be 
superior to the axis in 1942. 

2. Great Britain officially warned 
that Hitler, “recognizing” a Ger- 
man defeat in Russia, must be ex- 
pected to turn “in all of his fury” 
against Engiand, but said that Al- 
Ned arms now are equal to the 
axis and will be superior in 194z 
with American aid. 

3. Nazis disclosed that Vichy 
Marshal Henri Philippe Petain and 
Reichsmarshal Hermann Goering 
had discussed the fight against Rus- 
sia, the British blockade and the 
“intervention” of the United States 
in the European war, indicating that 
further collaboration talks between 
France and Germany would deal 
with French aid in the war. The 
Nazi-controlied Paris press said tht 
Vichy must now “act” and 
France must get in the war on tne 
side of Germany.

COUNTY INDIGENT ROLL 
SHOWS BUT SLIGHT 
INCREASE 


The county indigent roll in El Do- 
rado county numbered 49 for Octo- 
ber, an increase of 2, or 4 per cent, 
from the 47 cases in the county dur- 
ing July. according to a study of the 
effect of the discontinuance of the 
SRA on county indigent rolls. just 
made public by California Taxpay- 
ers’ association. 

The county indigent case load to- 
talled 70 in May, 57 in June, went 
to 47 in July. the month immedi- 
ately following the demise of the 
SRA. and was 49 in October, the 
association found 

Over the state as a whole, the 
number of county indigent cases to- 
34.500 in May, 33.340 in June 
and jumped to 45.393 in July, and

AMOUNT BEING RAISED BY COUNTY, 
SCHOOL AND \SPECIAL DISTRICTS 


County, school, and special dis- 
trict taxes levied by El Dorado 
county for the current year are $30,- 
555 higher than the levies by these 
same governments last year, accord- 
ing to a study of taxes levied by 
counties in California, just com- 
pleted by California Taxpayers’ as- 
sociation. These are the county, 
school, and special district tax levies 
presented to the people in their 
county tax bills, the first half of 
which are delinquent December 5, 
the association stated. City tax 
levies are not included in the fig- 
ures, it was pointed out. 

Levies by the county, school, and 
district governments in the county 
totaied $352,986 for the present year, 
compared with $322,431 for 1940-41, 
the association found. 

Of the $352,986 levy in the coun- 
ty this year, $231,940 is for county 
current purposes, $4,742 for county 
bonds. $92,090 for school current 
purposes throughout the county, 
$22.417 for school bonds, and $1,797 
for special district taxes. the asso- 
ciation stated.
